College  Office  Has  Audiometer, 
Tclcbinocular  to  Help  Check 
Vision  and  Hearing.

Assisting  everyone  in  the  College 
is  the  willing  and  capable  Health  de¬ 
partment  staff. 

Mrs.  Anna  Wormsley,  R.  N.,  is  in 
charge  of  the  College  health  office, 
located  in  the  gymnasium,  and  is 
resident  nurse  at  Residence  Hall. 
Mrs.  Betty  Thompson,  R.  N.,  is  in 
charge  of  the  Horace  Mann  office 
located  in  Room  109  of  that  building 
and  is  the  resident  nurse  at  the 
Quadrangle,  and  Mrs.  Naomi  Hutch¬ 
inson,  R.  N.,  is  in  charge  of  the  Col¬ 
lege  Heights  office,  located  in  Unit 
1.  The  nurses  have  regular  office 
hours  and  are  also  on  call  in  case  of 
any  emergency  which  might  arise 
after  office  hours. 

In  the  College  health  office  in  the 
gymnasium,  several  improvements 
have  been  made.  One  of  them  is  the 
purchase  of  the  diathermy  machine 
which  is  called  the  “wonder”  or  the 
"miracle"  by  the  football  boys.  This 
machine  gives  deep  heat  which  stim¬ 
ulates  blood  circulation,  thus  aiding 
in  the  healing  of  a  strained  back, 
pulled  muscles,  or  even  head  colds. 
The  parts  of  the  machine  are  pads, 
cable,  and  drum  which  fit  any  part 
of  the  body. 

Examinations  Are  Necessary 
With  the  beginning  of  the  fall 
.quarter  every  first-quarter  freshman 
and  new  student  by  transfer  must 
have  a  physical  examination.  The 
examination  consists  of  blood  pres¬ 
sure,  blood  test,  hearing,  vision, 
teeth,  nose  and  throat,  posture,  mus¬ 
culature,  skin,  urinalysis,  and  heart 
and  lungs.  The  student  will  also  re¬ 
port  a  history  of  diseases,  immuniza¬ 
tion  history,  history  of  operations 
and  accidents,  or  history  of  disease 
in  the  family.  Height  and  weight  of 
each  student  will  be  taken. 

After  all  the  results  of  the  exam¬ 
inations  are  gathered,  there  will  be 
a  re-check  conference  with  the  stu¬ 
dent  to  inform  him  of  existing  physi¬ 
cal  conditions.  Advice  and  recom¬ 
mendations  will  be  given  at  this 
time  if  necessary. 

Hearing  and  Vision  Are  Checked 
Students  will  have  their  hearing 
tested  on  the  new  audiometer.  It  is 
a  pure  tone  tester  and  is  regulated 
according  to  what  the  student  hears. 
Vision  is  checked  by  the  telebinoc- 
ular  which  measures  both  far  point 
and  near  point  vision.  Simultaneous 
visbSy,  vertical  imbalance,  lateral 
imbalance,  fusion,  right  eye  visual 
efficiency,  left  eye  visual  efficiency, 
stereopis,  and  color  perception  are 
measured  in  far  point  vision,  and 
lateral  imbalance,  fusion  and  visual 
acuity  for  the  right  and  left  eyes  are 
measured  in  near  point  vision. 
College  Food  Handlers  Tested 
Physical  examinations  will  be  given 
all  College  food  handlers,  also,  in 
the  effort  to  improve  sanitary  condi¬ 
tions  in  kitchens  and  dining  rooms. 

Sanitation  of  -  the  College  swim¬ 
ming  pool  will  be  governed  by  a 
weekly  check  on  the  bacterial  count 
and  count  of  the  . colon  bacilli.  Daily 
chlorine  and  acidity  reaction  will  be 
determined.  All  who  swim  in  the 
pool  are  required  to  possess  a  swim¬ 
ming  permit  obtained  at  the  health 
office. 

Hospitalization  Is  Provided 
Included  at  the  College  health 
office  is  provision  for  first  aid  and 
for  minor  ailments.  Provision  is  made

Board  Members  Hear 
New  District  Plans 

Arthur  Summers  Discusses 
How  School  Districts 
Can  Be  Improved. 

Any  school  district  should  offer 
twelve  years  of  school  wqrk  to  a 
sufficient  number  of  children  with 
enough  properly  trained  teachers  in 
an  adequately  equipped  building, 
said  Dr.  Arthur  L.  Summers,  direc¬ 
tor  of  District  Reorganization  when 
he  spoke  to  the  school  boards  of  the 
Northwest  Missouri  District,  Sep¬ 
tember  24  in  the  Horace  Mann  Aud¬ 
itorium. 

Senate  Bill  No.  308  of  the  Sixty- 
fourth  General  Assembly  provides 
“Tile  state  board  of  education  shall 
establish  within  the  division  of  pub¬ 
lic  schools  of  the  state  department  of 
education  a  section  of  district  reor¬ 
ganization . ” 

State  Bulletin  Gives  Purposes 

Fundamental  purposes  of  the  or¬ 
ganization  of  school  districts  into 
larger  and  more  satisfactory  admin¬ 
istrative  units  when  such  is  feasible, 
is  to  increase  educational  services 
for  youth,  provide  greater  equality 
of  educational  opportunities,  provide 
more  efficient  and  economic  admin¬ 
istrative  service,  provide  a  more 
equitable  distribution  of  the  tax 
dollar,  and  provide  an  opportunity 
for  the  parents  of  children  who  now 
attend  school  outside  the  home  dis¬ 
trict  to  have  a  voice  in  the  admin¬ 
istration  which  their  children  at¬ 
tend,  stresses  the  bulletin  prepared 
by  the  Section  of  District  Reorgan- 
iation,  of  the  State  Department  of 
Education. 

Great  need  for  reorganization  is 
shown  in  the  fact  that  there  are  now 
2,039  rural  schools  .temporarily  closed, 
and  sixty  eight  percent  of  those  re¬ 
maining  open  have  less  than  fifteen 
students.  There  are  703  high  school 
districts  with  less  than  one  hundred 
attending. 

Bulletin  Tells  Advantages 

Advantages  for  enlarged  school  dis¬ 
tricts  are  better  educational  achieve¬ 
ments  by  pupils,  broader  curriculum 
including  special  services,  increase  in 
instructional  time  for  pupils,  reduc¬ 
tion  of  per  capita  cost,  and  greater 
equalization  of  local  tax  burden. 
Others  are  an  increase  in  the  prepar¬ 
ation,  experience  and  tenure  of 
teachers,  longer  school  term,  improv¬ 
ed  attendance,  better  school  plant* 
and  equipment,  greater  economy  and 
efficiency  in  the  administration  and 
supervision  of  schools.  Also  parents 
of  pupils  now  transported  to  neigh¬ 
boring  schools  will  have  a  voice  in 
the  school  government. 

Reorganization  Means  Change 

This  reorganization  will  mean  a 
great  deal  of  study  for  members  of 
school  boards.  This  study  will  include 
assessed  tax  valuation  of  each  exist¬ 
ing  district  and  differences  in  valua¬ 
tions  under  proposed  reorganization 
plan,  size,  geographical  features  and 
boundaries  of  proposed  enlarged  dis¬ 
tricts,  and  number  of  pupils  attend¬ 
ing  school.  The  location  and  condi¬ 
tions  of  school  buildings,  and  their 
accessibility  to  the  pupils  will  also 
be  considered,  as  well  as  location  and 
condition  of  roads,  highways  and 
natural  barriers  within  the  country. 
There  will  be  much  discussion  con¬ 
cerning  high  school  facilities  of 
the  county  and  recommendations  for 
Improvement,  conditions  affecting 
welfare  of  teachers  and  pupils,  and 
other  factors  concerning  adequate 
facilities  for  pupils. 

“Adequate  program  for  the  indi¬ 
vidual  school  Is  to  meet  the  needs  of 
that  area,”  said  Mr.  Summers.  Con-

High  school  seniors  and  college  un¬ 
derclassmen  who  are  residents  with¬ 
in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Order  may 
file  an  application.  Fh'st  award  for 
both  men  and  women  will  be  eight 
hundred  dollars.  Nineteen  other 
awards  will  be  given. 

Scholarship,  citizenship,  personal¬ 
ity,  leadership,  perseverance,  re¬ 
sourcefulness,  patriotism  and  gen¬ 
eral  worthiness  are  the  criteria  by 
which  the  applicants  will  be  judged. 
Students  who,  have  a  scholarship 
rating  of  90  percent  or  better  or  are 
in  the  upper  10  percent  of  their  class 
are  eligible  for  consideration. 

Each  applicant  should  send  in  a 
recent  photograph,  a  summary  of  .his 
achievements,  a  short  letter  from1  a 
parent  or  other  person  presenting 
the  facts  and  showing  the  need  for. 
financial  assistance,  the  applicant’s 
educational  history  from  first  year.,  of 
high  or  preparatory  school  to  date  of 
application  signed  by  proper  school 
authorities,  a  letter  covering  char¬ 
acter,  personality  and  scholarship 
from  at  least  one  person  in  author¬ 
ity  in  each  school,  and  two  or  three, 
letters  by  persons  not  related  to  ap¬ 
plicant,  giving  opinion  of  the  gen¬ 
eral  worthiness  of  the  applicant.

Fraternity  chapters  were  once  merely  groups 
of  students  who  were  bound  together  by  the  vows 
of  secret  societies  which  had  permeated  through 
tiie  colleges.  They  were  distinguishable  enough 
from  the  general  body  of  students  as  they  wished 
to  be;  but  in  .all  ordinary  matters  they  shared  the 
common  life  of  the  college.  Members  of  the  same 
fraternity  were  naturally  inclined  to  associate 
with  one  another,  and  often  inclined,  in  college 
“politics,”  to  act  as  a  unit  and  in  their  own  inter¬ 
est. 

Through  the  years  fraternities  have  grown  to 
be  more  definite  as  a  unit.  If  students  are  left  to 
themselves  to  organize  their  own  college  life,  it  is 
iiext  to  inevitable  that  life  and  not  the  deeper  in¬ 
terests  of  the  college  or  university,  will  dominate 
their  thoughts,  imaginations  and  purposes.  The 
work  of  administering  these  organizations  is  no 
Smkll  task.  It  requires  the  energy,  the  initiative, 
and  the  planning  powers  of  some  of  the  best  men 
Oil  the  campus.  Fraternities  and  other  organiza¬ 
tions  draw  off  much  of  the  thinking  ability  that 
the  instructors  would  like  ,to  have  access  to  in  or¬ 
der  to  put  that  ability  into  action.  As  it  is,  in¬ 
structors  only  get  secondary  attention,  when  lliey 
fikoUld  get  first. 

r!;’;:';.The  main  purpose  of  education  cannot  be 
‘ealized  under  such  conditions.  A  young  man  can 
fejjfni  to  become  the  manager  of  a  football  team, 
lib  star  of  amateur  dramatics,  the  leader  of  a  glee 
bltib  or  top-notch  card  player  without  putting 
Mlhself  to  the  trouble  or  his  parents  to  the  ex- 
nehfee  of  four  years  at  a  college.

Southwest  Missouri  State  Teach¬ 
ers  College,  Springfield,  will  in¬ 
vade  the  Bearcats  this  Friday  to 
inaugurate  Maryville’s  home  foot¬ 
ball  season.  Both  teams  show 
considerable  power  and  a  treat  Is 
in  store  for  all  those  who  see  the 
clash. 

The  Bearcat  “Moleskin  Machine” 
has  played  two  ball  games  thus  far. 
The  first  game  was  played  against 
Ottawa  in  which  Marion  Freeman's 
conversion  turned  the  tide  toward 
a  7-6  win.  A  week  later  the  Bear¬ 
cats  lost  a  heart  breaker  in  the 
waning  moments  of  play.

V.  A.  Sends  Notice 
x  Regarding  Payments 


The  Kansas  City  office  of  the  Vet¬ 
erans  Administration  called  atten¬ 
tion  of  all  veteran-students  to  the 
following  pertinent  Information: ' 

1.  Approximately  13,000  veterans 
In  western  Missouri  and  northeastern 
Kansas  will  enter  educational  Insti¬ 
tutions  for  the  first  time  this  Fall  or 
else  will  be  re-entering  school. 

2.  Generally,  veterans  In  this  cat¬ 
egory  who  enter  school  any  time  dur¬ 
ing  September  will'  receive  initial 
subsistence  payments  In  October  for 
that  part  of  September  in  which  they 
were  In  school. 

3.  Veterans  who  do  not  fall  in  this 
category,  that  Is,  who  do  not  receive 
a  payment  In  October  for  September 
subsistence,  will  receive  one  check 
during  the  first  part  of  November 
for  that  part  of  September  in  which 
they  were  in  school  and  for  the  full 
month  of  October. 

4.  Subsequent  payments  should  be 
received  every  month  during  the 
first  ten  days  of  each  month. 

5.  Veterans  must  furnish  satisfac¬ 
tory  evidence  of  dependency  before 
being  authorized  for  higher  subsist¬ 
ence,  based  on  that  dependency.  The 
effective  date  of  approval  of  sub¬ 
sistence.  based  on  dependency,  is  the 
date  evidence  is  received  by  the  Vet¬ 
erans  Administration. 

6.  Veterans  are  requested  to  call 
or  write  the  Veterans  Administra¬ 
tion  only  if  payments  are  not  receiv¬ 
ed  as  outlined  above. 

Every  effort  will  be  made  by  the 
Veterans  Administration  to  get  sub¬ 
sistence  payments  to  all  veterans  as 
quickly  as  possible.  It  is  pointed  out 
that  a  veteran's  award  can  be  pro¬ 
cessed  only  after  all  records  are  in 
order  and  have  been  received  by  the 
VA  Regional  Office.  Because  of  this, 
initial  enrollments  frequently  require 
a  longer  time  to  process.

A  week  ago  last  Fridas'  the  Bear¬ 
cats  traveled  on  an  off  campus  trip 
on  one  of  several  scheduled  foot¬ 
ball  games  away  from  home.  But 
this  trip  was  different,  because 
transporting  the  'Cats  was  not  the 
accustomed  old  Whfte.  cross-coun¬ 
try  bus,  but,  with  a  more  reliable 
and  steadfast  velocity  of  speed,  a 
new,  green  and  write,  1948  model 
traveling  coach,  a  bus  designed  for 
comfort, 

The  new  motor  coach  body  Is  the 
Wayne  design  with  a  .  Chevrolet 
truck  engine,  a  "pusher-type,’’  lo¬ 
cated  in  the  rear,  producing  ex¬ 
cessive  power  which  is  coerced  by 
a  two  speed  rear  axle.
